Business Gained in ‘49 


Georgia businessmen continued 
to gain steadily in 1949, the Reg- 
jonal Office of the Department of 
Commerce says, despite the fact 
that 1948 was considered a peak 
year nationally. 


Spokesmen said bank deposits. 
loans and investments of Federal 
Reserve member-banks, telephones 
in operation, electrical production, 
and urban building permits all 
showed increases over 1948. 

In the few instances where 1949 
showed a drop, officials said the 
recessions recorded for Georgia 
were less than in other sections. 

Deposits in Federal Reserve 
member-banks increased about 
one-tenth of one percent. Gains 
were shown in Atlanta, Augusta 
and Columbus. Loans increased 7.3 
percent with advances registered 
in Atlanta, Augusta, Columbus and 
Macon. 

In keeping with national trends, 
retail, wholesale and department 
Store trade was generally off in 
Georgia.

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Ai Late Primary, Whatever the Law 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook has ruled, at 
the request of Gov. Talmadge, that the 
1950 law gives the State Democratic Exec- 
utive Committee full and complete author- 
ity to set the date for the forthcoming pri- 


mary. 


He contends, as was undoubtedly the 
intention of the sponsors of the bill, that 
the 1950 act supersedes Section 34-3203 of 
the Georgia code which specifically pro- 
vides that the “Executive Committee shall 
not fix the date for the said general pri- 
mary earlier than 60 days before the date 
of the general election in November.” 


The Attorney General’s rulings have, 
of course, no official status, a fact which 
has been pointed out by members of each 
of the State’s political factions whenever 
either has been adversely affected thereby 
in the past. 


But his ruling does give the Executive 
Committee, which meets here today for 
the purpose of setting the primary date, at 
least a temporary green light legally. It 
can go ahead and schedule the primary for 


f 


‘June’28 if it desires, although the implica- 


tion is plain that such action will precipi- 
tate a court fight. 

We hate to see that happen. 

Whether the Attorney General is right 
or not, the fact remains that a June 28 
primary is wrong.

Big Government Is Right Here 


Most people think of big government 
chiefly in terms of vast hordes of civil 
servants—bureaucrats, if you must—com- 
fortably situated in the cavernous depths 
of a multitude of marble and stone struc- 
tures in the nation’s capital. 

It is a pleasantly vague thing. And 
being far off it doesn’t somehow excite a 
great deal of concern. 

Actually, big government is so close 
you ean reach out and touch it. It is a big 
part of our daily lives and the civil serv- 
ants are all around us. In Georgia a!one 
there are nearly 100,000 employees of lo- 
cal, State and national governments. Near- 
ly 40,000 of them are Federal employees, 
excluding members of the armed "forces. 
The rest include some 23,000 teachers and 
9,000 other State employees. 

In a recent survey, the results of which 
are ‘reported in the March issue, Country 
Gentleman found 178 Government-paid 
farm hands in a single better-than-average 
county. Of these, 123 live in the county 
while 55 live outside but visit the county 
regularly in the course of their work. 
Many of the functions of these Govern-

ment agencies overlap each other. Farm- 
ers can get advice on crop rotation from 
three, and sometimes five, different agen- 
cies. There are 81 Federal Production and 
Marketing specialists in that one county. 

But even with that, the county studied, 
DeKalb County, Ill., has fewer Federal 
farm employees than most counties its 


size. It has no REA, no crop insurance, 


no Forestry Service or Reclamation Serv- 
ice employees. Several other Federal 
agences which help farmers in other lo- 
calities are missing. 

Moreover, extension of Government 
crop controls will increase the number of 
Federal agents to enforce it. 

What is true of the Department of Ag- 
riculture and its various boards and bu- 
reaus is true to greater or lesser degree of 
other Federal agencies. Recommendations 
of the Hoover Commission are designed 
to eliminate many of the overlapping 
functions and excess personnel and to gen- 
erally simplify governmental functions. 
The sooner those recommendations are 
put into effect the better it will be for the 
farmer and other taxpayers, too.

It Depends on Whose Ox Is Gored 


WASHINGTON—lIn politics, like pretty much everything else, it depends ori whose ox is gored. 
We have just seen a glowing example of how this ancient axiom works in the action of the House 
Rules Committee in refusing to give legislative right of way to the Senate-approved Lodge-Gossett 
constitutional amendment doimg away with the outmoded Electoral College system of electing Presi- 
dents. For several years the committee, whose chief and only function is to serve as traffic director 
for legislation passing through the House, has been under the domination and control of a coalition 
of Republicans and conservative Southern Democrats. 


Complaints have often been made that this 


- coalition usurped powers not belonging to the 


committee by denying a rule for the considera- 
tion of some bill reported, after due hearings, 
by one of the regular legislative committees. 
Under House procedure such special rules, lim- 
iting debate and giving legislative preference to 
the measure to be brought to a vote, are neces- 
sary if business is to be accomplished with any 
degree of efficiency.

I am pleased and honored to have this opportunity to fill 
in for my good friend Ralph McGill who is one of the Nation’s 
outstanding newspapermen. 

It just so happens that this opportunity comes shortly .after 
publication of an editorial in the Atlanta Journal entitled “Is This 
a Proper Time to Weaken the Draft Law?” This is a subject with 
which I am quite familiar, for the legislation in question is before 
the Committee on Armed Services of which I am Chairman. This 
is a favorable opportunity to comment on that editorial. 

The nature of the Journal’s editorial reminds me sadly of the 
many editorials written over the country while the Armed Services 
Committee was considering amendments to the Unification Act 
some eight months ago. At that time the Committee was trying 
to write reasonable limitations on the power of the Secretary of 
Defense. _But the Nation’s editorial writers were screaming that 
the Committee was attempting to cripple the Secretary. (Editor’s 
Note: The Constitution editorially warned against giving the Sec- 
retary too much power.) Subsequent events have shown that if the 
Committee erred, it erred on the side of not imposing enough limi- 
tations, for repeatedly in recent months the Congress has been 
placed in a by-stander role in matters pertaining to national defense. 


Objections Now, let’s take a look at this Selective Service 
problem. The Journal states that the existing 
draft law should be extended just as it is, as recommended by 
the Secretary of Defense. It further states that the proposal I have 
made to keep the Selective Service System and to continue registra- 
tion and classification, but to dispense with induction authority, is 
unrealistic and a refusal to meet the problem squarely. 

Let’s just see, from the present draft law, just what would re- 
sult if, as the Journal editor urges, the Act were extended as is. 

It would extend the one-year enlistee program. Not even any 
appropriations are provided for this program by the Congress. Why? 
The Armed Forces don’t want it. But the Journal editorial writer 
would have it extended. 

Bear in mind that extension of this program would obligate 
the Armed Forces to ask the Congress for funds for the program. 
And the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps would have to 
accept enlistments for one year. Not one of the Armed Forces 
want that, and the entire Administration opposes it. 

Extension of the present draft law would continue a manpower 
ceiling on the Army which would not even accommodate the calling 
out of the National Guard, much less the Army Reserves. <Accord- 
ingly, extension of the law would not meet any emergency. Ac- 
tually, it would impose a barrier which would have to be removed 
immediately on the outbreak of an emergency. 


. set: Extension of the law would continue age limits 
Unrealistic on registrants and inductees of 18 to 26 which 
is wholly unrealistic to meet any emergency conditions »ther than 
such a minor emergency that the calling of the Guard would 
suffice. 

Existing law authorizes only 21 months of service for inducted 
men—a period of service wholly unrealistic to meet any war emer- 
gency. Further, existing law requires the acceptance d6f 21-month 
enlistments, which none of the Armed Forces want. It directs the 
Army to accept enlistments of people with an intelligence quotient 
lower than the other Armed Forces—a provision bitterly resisted 
by*the Army. It continues a past service obligation, on the few 
who have been inducted—24,000—unde1 present law, to serve in 
the National Guard or Reserve, under severe penalties if they fail 
to do so—penalties which do not apply to any other group of peo- 
ple in the entire Nation and which would be wholly inequitable if 
extended. 

The fact of the matter is that the existing law is quite inap- 
plicable even to today’s situation, much less tomorrow’s. The law 
is filled up with date references which would make the law inac- 
curate and inequitable today, especially as regards deferments and 
exemptions from induction which were applicable two years ago 
but are not applicable now. The law authorizes the call of ROTC 
students to active duty for two full years without their consent— 
which is not at all desirable under existing circumstances as a 
whimsical power to give to the President. It would authorize the 
Selective Service System to erect additional temporary structures 
and to enlarge existing installations, et cetera—an authority wholly 
unnecessary today. It contains re-employment rights language 
which could produce serious abuses if the law were simply extended 
as now written. It continues for an indefinite time the exemption 
of. people in the Regular Armed Forces from the payment of prop- 
erty taxes, the purchase of automobile licenses in the State in 
which they are serving, and so on—a gratuity which is not desirable 
today by any stretch of the imagination. Moreover, the law con- 
tains authority to draft industry—a wartime provision which is 
entirely improper in peacetime law. 

And so on and on. The fact is that the existing law just wen’t 
fit. It won’t meet any emergency; it would create an infinite 
number of inequities, it would impede a growth of the Armed 
Forces in an emergency; and, according to the testimony to the 


Committee, it is not to be used anyway. 
No Hel It takes no great knowledge of the law to realize that 
Pp extending an inapplicable draft authority which would 
permit expansion only to a very low level, and would do that by 
improper means, would have no appreciable value in an emer- 
gency, it would have no helpful effect on our friends overseas or 
any cautionary effect upon a potential enemy, and would not in 
any way help enlistments in the Armed Forces, or the Reserve 
components. Yet, these were the main arguments for it. 

When you bear these things in mind, and when you realize 
that on the outbreak of an emergency, even if this law were ex- 
tended as recommended by the Journal, the Congress still would 
have to authorize the call’of the Guard and Reserves (which the 
draft act does not authorize), and the Congress would still have to 
provide the appropriations before the Armed Forces could expand, 
then it becomes evident that extension of the draft still does not 
remove the need for extensive Congressional action when an emer- 
gency arises. Moreover, in any emergency, full-scale mobilization 
authority would have to be obtained at once—and it would have to 
apply to industry, as well as manpower, if the Nation were to be 
effectively mobilized. All of this takes legislation—and lots of it. 
Need What we should have is full-scale mobilization legislation 

on a stand-by basis, to go into effect when the Congress 
declares a national emergency. 

But the fact is, the Administration does not want such legislation 
considered at this time. I have already asked. There are many 
reasons for this. But they have asked, instead, for continuation 
of a law that will not meet a crisis and which, at all events, would 
work improperly at the most critical time. 

No, the only sensible thing to do is to maintain the Selective 
Service System, then to continue registrations and classifications of 
young men as they become 18 years of age. In this way we would 
save approximately four months of miobilization time in an emer- 
gency. More legislation than this is eutirely unwarranted until and 
unless the Administration is prepared to submit stand-by full mobi- 
lization plans for the Nation. :

WASHINGTON—The Federal feather merchants are

stuck with a warehouse full of the prettiest feathers ever seen this side of a 


bulbul’s tail. 


The situation is so ticklish that I think I’d better start at the be- 


ginning, which was in 1939 when a couple of artistic souls named John F. Fitz- 


hats.

artificial flowers and sell them to the ladies for 
their chapeaus. All they needed was working 
capital. 


They applied to the Government's Ex- 
port-Import Bank here in Washington.- With 
their application they sent samples, which 
‘were downright magnificent. They forward- 
ed roses of red feathers, gardenias of white 
ones, corsages of many colors, and gladiolas 
of pure pink down. Beautiful. The Fed-, 
eral bankers were impressed. 


In due course they dispatched to Rio a loan 
of $32,852 so that the partners could go into the 
feather business. The artists opened a factory, 
ordered up the feathers, hired skilled artisans 
and soon were turning out feathery flowers at 
a rapid pace. 

This looked like a wonderful deal until those 
flighty Parisian milliners did them a dirty trick:

An infant died on a Georgia highway Sunday night because 
not one of 50 automobiles passing by could be stopped by the 
ee mother trying to flag help to take her baby to a Macon 

ospital. 

One evening last week on an outbound trolley in our city, a 
thing occurred too grave to be termed an incident while strong, 
healthy, family-loving, law-abiding Atlanta citizens sat and stood 
stonily attending to their own affairs. . 

A young girl who might have been the sister or wife of any one 
of them was compelled to sit helplessly and be subjected to an 
obscenity which was saved from being criminal only because no 
man considered a young girl to whom he had not been introduced 
a matter of concern. 

Because no bruised, spoiled body was found to give mute evi- 
dence, the incident went unmarked, its perpetrator at liberty to 
pursue his depraved way until, abetted by circumstances and robbeti 
of any vestige of restraint, he will one day commit a dreadful 
act and an innocent life will be paid as tribute for our apathy. 


A sense of shame must surely have gone home with the 
stalwart citizens who allowed her to suffer in their silence. 
while her only defense was at last to plunge miserably from 
the car, shame and humiliation on her face, and a memory 
of horror to take with her. 


The only remote justification for those witnesses minding their 
own business was that, had they gone to the girl’s defense and 
held the offender for legal action, under our existing laws he 
would have been released, stopped only for this time, free to prey 
on the helpless until his twisted mind may someday drive him 
to commit the ultimate. Then, of course, our laws will take over. 

How long dare we mind our own business?
